Her Politics Honeyeombed 
by Canal Frauds, 


Minister After Minister Tries in Vain 
to Form a Cabinet. 


The Situation Daily Complicated by 
Fresh Disclosures. 


The Pope Displaying Much Firmness itn 
Carrying Out His Policy—Giadstone’s 
Welcome at Liverpool—Other 
News from Abroad,

Paris, Dec. 8.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] The present crisis is not 
merely political, but one in which a 
great conititutional question Is at stake. 
The Panama Canal Investigating Com- 
mittee shows a disposition to overstep 
constitutional rights, and the refusal of 
Public Prosecutor Reaurepaire to give 
up documents to be used in the investi- 
gation is approved by all who have not 
lost their heads over the Panama Canal 
affair. Had M. Srisson, as head of the 
committee of investigation, been suc- 
cessful in forming a cabinet, his success 
would have been interpreted as an ac- 
ceptance by the deputies of the com- 
mittee’s illegal policy, the result of 
which it would have been impossible to 
foresee. The general apprehension has 
even magnified the pretensions cf the 
committee into aiming at establishing 
itself into a sort of committee of public 
safety with despotic powers. 

The news of Casimir Perrier’s failure 


‘to forma cabinct is received with gen- 


eral regret. President Carnot tonight 
sent for M. Bourgeois and asked him to 
make ar effort to forma ministry. M. 
Bourgeois’s decision is not yet an- 
nounced. If he refuses or fails in the 
attempt, De Freycinet and Tirard are 
the next favorites. 

The Panama Canal Investigation 
Committee yesterday heard N. Canta- 
grel, another member of the committee, 
onthe lottery scheme. He declared 
that an employé of the Panama Canal 
Company offered him first £100,000, 
then £200,000 and finally £500-000 if 
he would vote for the Lottery Bill. 
The committee charged its chairman, 
Brisson, to forward to the Minister of 
the Interior the Public Prosecutor’s let- 
ter concerning the Thierre checks, and 
request that the chécks be seized by the 
Prefect of Police. 

The Municipal Council of Paris has 
adopted a resolution demanding that se- 
vere penalties be imposed upon all dep- 
uties who accepted bribes. 

Constans has written a letter to the 
president of the Panama Canal Investi- 
gation Committee denying the state- 
ment made by a witness before the com- 
mittee that he (Constans) bought papers 
relating to the Panama Canal Company. 
Constans deplores the readiness of some 
persons to bring discredit upon the re- 
public. 

Clement, Commissaire of Police, de- 
livered tothe Panama Canal Commit- 
tee twenty-six checks that Thierre 
handed Baron Reinich, and which the 
latter deposited in the Bank of France 
in the name of the firm of Coulissiers. 
These checks, which represented a to- 
tal sum of £3,391,975, were exchanged 


for Baron Reinach by Thierres 
for a single check drawn upon 
the Bank of France by the 


Panama Canal Company. The police 
seized these checks this morning in ac- 
cordance with the suggestions made to 
the committee yesterday by Beau- 
repaire, the public prosecutor. The 
checks were found at Thierre’s office. 
The committee spent the day in examip- 
ing them. The committee decided not 
to divulge the names of the payees, but 
members of the committee were author- 
ized to declare that no member of the 
Chamber of Deputies was among them. 

Each check, bore only one signature 
and endorsement. The committee will 
keep these names secret until the payés 
are heard in explanation. Domiciliary 
visits will be made at the residences of 
each of the payés in order to verify 
their identity.

bribe him to vote for the Panama Canal. 


Lottery Bill. 


The names of the payees of the 
Thierre checks have leaked out through 


.|M. Cornelius Herz, a well-known Pa- 


risian now in London, who received two 
checks, e#@h for f.2,000,000. He tele- 
graphed, in reply to the committee's in- 
quiry, that his checks were received 
from Baron Reinach in payment ofa 
debt. M. Chabert received f.3,350,- 
000; Senator Renault received f.40, 000 
and Albert Grévy, son of the ex-Presi- 
dent, received f.20,000. The other 
payees are practically unknown, the 
names given, like those of the bank 
porter, Davoust, who is credited with 
receiving a check for f. 800,000, being, 
it is supposed, merely blinds to cover 
the identity of the actual recipients. 

Senator Renault, in testifying before 
the committee this afternoon, explained 
that the checks bearing his name were 
received in payment of a debt. 


AFFAIRS AT THE VATICAN. 


The Pope Again Gives Evidence of Firm- 
nessin His Policy. 

Rome, Dec. 3.—[Copyright, 1892, by 

the New York Associated Press.} Diplo- 


'matic and ecclesiastical circles vari- 


ously comment on the appointment of 
Cardinal Serafino as Archbishop of Bo- 
logna. It is understood that the Pope 
took an unexpected decision, because 
Cardinal Serafino was considered as 
chief. of the opposition against the re- 
publican policy of the Holy Father and 
even as a candidate favored by the Em- 
peror of Austria for succession to the 
tiara. The Pope wished by a decisive 
act to show that he will never be turned 
aside from the path he has selected to 
pursue. The event is a triumph for 
Cardinal Rampolia and Cardinal Ledo- 
chowski and also for France and Russia. 

It is said on good authority that the 
Pope has not responded tothe ap- 
proaches of certain powers who de- 
sired to submit to his arbitration inter- 


national questions lpoking to the bring- 

ing abeut of an understanding between 
France and Germany with a view to 
a Evropeati alliance against Russia. On 
the other hand, the Holy Father das 
just taken a4 step toward rendering 
closer the Russo- French , alliance.

MYSTERY SOLVED. 


The Identity of the Coronado Suicide 
Disclosed. 


A Poor Detroit Girl Who Had Eloped, 
Presumably With a Married Man— 
No Trace of the Latter as 
Yet Discovered,

Detrorr (Mich.,) Dec, 3.—|Special. | 
The identity of Miss Lottie Anderson 
Bernard, who committed suicide on 
Tuesdav night at San Diego, Cal., is 
now established from the description 
given. She is Miss Lizzie Wyllie of No. 
102 National, avenue, this city. Mrs. 
Elizabeth Wyllie, who lives at the above 
number, has received a dispatch from 
relatives in San Diego, which iden- 
tifles the. dead her daugh- 
ter. They her clothes 
tallies with those worn by Lizzie 
Wyllie when she left here some five or 
six weeks ago. The suicide has two 
moles on her left cheek; she hada ring 
on a finger of the left hand and another 
ring was found in one of her pockets. 
Mrs. Wyllie says that her daughter was 
marked as stated in the dispatch, and 
had the rings spoken of. The Detroit 
police wefe asked for a description of 
Lizzie Wyllie, and theescription tallied 
in almost every detail with that of the 
drowned woman. 

Lizzie and her'sister May were em- 
ployed in Winn & Hammond’s book 
bindery until about a month ago, when 
they were both discharged. Miss Liz- 
zie, the dead girl, was discharged be- 
cause she was too intimate with John 
Longfield; who was also discharged. A 
few days before Lizzie left her home, 
Longfield called at the house and said 
he was going to California. Before 
Lizzie disappeared she had said she was 
going away and look for work and 
might go as far as California. The po- 
lice state positively that Lizzie and 
Longfield went away together. He isa 
married man. 

Mrs. Wyllie. mother of Lizzie, says: 
‘IT have relations iu both San Diego, 
Cal., and Pasadena. The ones at San 
Diego have not seen Lizzie since she 
wasa little girl, and she is now 24 
years old, the age given in the original 
dispatch from San Diego. I have tele- 
graphed my friends in Pasadena, who 
know Lizzie well, to go down and take 
care of her remains.”’ 

Longfield’s whereabouts are unknown. 
The family cannot explain the money 
said to have been found on the body, 
nor Lizzie’s connection with the Ham- 
burg (lowa) bank. 


POLITICAL HIGH JINKS. 


The Struggle for the Governorship in 
Wyoming. 

Currenxe (Wyo.,) Dec. 3.—|By the 
Associated Press.] The struggle for 
the Governorship of Wyoming still con- 
tinues. Yesterday Osborne, the Demo- 
cratic Governor-elect, after effecting 
an entrance into the Governor’s office, 
issued a proclamation to the people of 
the State, calling upon them to 
obey his commands and _ recognize 
him as Governor. Today Acting Gov. 
Barber issued a counter proclamation 
of considerable length, in which he de- 
tails with no little verbosity the rea- 
sons why Osborne acted illegally in 


taking possession of the office, and di- |’ 


lates on the causes that prevented the 
canvass of the State vote, and concludes 
with the assertion of his own authority. 
The document is signed by Barber 
twice, once as acting Governor, and 
again as Secretary of State. 

At noon today Osborne’s position 
changed from oue of siege. He had all 
yesterday been inclosed in thé Gov- 
ernor’s office with Barber's secretary. 
During the night the secretary: fell 
asleep and was promptly locked upina 


separate room Osborne. The 
change came th tke arrival 
of a number of friends to whom 
the previously stubborn doors flew 


open. Osborne after deliberation ap- 
pointed as his private secretary a well- 
known politician, Timothy Dyer. Os- 
borne will address another proclama- 
tion to the people in the morning. 

In the meanwhile itis saidthe Re- 
publicans have managed to secretly 
canvass the vote, thus defeating the 
very object for which Osborne’s step 
was taken. 


A Naval Officer’s Sudden Death. 
New York, Dec. 3.—Commander Ros- 
well D. Hitchcock, Jr., U.S.N., died this 
morning after a few hours’ illness.

BAIRD GIVES BAIL. 


The Madera Bank-wrecker Secures Tem- 
porary Liberty. 

Fresno, Dec. 3.—-|By the Associated 
Press.| W. P. Baird, the Madera bank- 
wrecker, was released from custody 
yesterday on $12,000 bail. The trans- 
actions of Baird that resulted in bring- 
ing the Madera Bank to the verge of 
ruin, are too fresh in public memory to 
need repetition. He was cashier of 
the bank and issued a number of forged 
certificates and resorted to all sorts of 
clever devices to hide his crooked work. 
The grand jury brought in seven indict- 
ments, each alleging forgery against 
him and John Brown, then president of 
the bank. Baird was tried first and 
convicted on two indictments. The 
others are still pending. 

Baird made application some time 
ago to be admitted to bail. He wanted 
to get out of jail long enough to settle 
his affairs and realize on some property 
in order to maintain his wife during 
his term ot imprisonment. His 
application was granted, and his bond 
placed at $20,000. This was fully two 
months ago. His bond seems to have 
been too large for Baird’s friends to 
raise, and he continued to languish in 
jail. Recently new efforts were made 
in his behalf, and yesterday bonds on 
the untried cases were reduced to 

7500 and a cash bail in the sum of 
$5000 was required on two charges of 
which he was found guilty. Bonds for 

7500 were signed by a large number 
of Madera people. The cash was 
brought into court by B. J. Woodward, 
of the First National Bank. The 
money was telegraphed by Finley from 
New York, a relative of Mrs. Baird. 


A FATAL FORD. 


Several Members ot a Family Drowned 
While Crossing a Stream. 

Dec. 8.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Information has reached 
here that a family named Nickelson was 
drowned while trying to ford Arroyo 
Creek. The heavy rainsof the past 
week have caused creeks in this vicinity 
to overflow their banks, submerging the 
adjoining lowlands. When Arroyo 
Creek began rising Nickelson de- 
cided to remove his family, con- 
sisting of his wife and three chil- 
dren and his sister-in-law and hired 
man, from their dwelling located on a 
small island in the creek to the main 
land. The swift current of the creek 
overturned his wagon, throwing the 
occupants into the water. Mrs. Nickel- 
son and her little daughter were swept 
away and drowned. The father 
endeavored to save one of his sons, but 
was himself overcome, perishing with 
the latter inthe swollen stream. The 
hired man, bv a desperate effort, suc- 
ceeded in drawing the remaining son 
and Mrs. Nickeison’s sister to land. 

A searching party has recovered the 
bodies of Nickelson and his eleven-year- 
old son, but those of Mrs. Nickelson and 
daughter have not been found.

the bottom under the second cabin, 
which was immediately filled with 
water. The passengers thought the 


vessel was going to the bottom, and 
rushed on deck. Fora time a veritable 
panic prevailed, and the officers were 
helpless to calm the terrorized passen- 
gers. The water could be heard rush- 
ing through the hole inthe bottom, and 
in a short time the vessel began to set- 
tle. 

The wildest confusion ensued, but 
when it was discovered that the vessel 
was not immediately going to the bot- 
tom, a semblance of order was resumed. 
Nevertheless, the passengers were 
anxious and kept life preservers close 
at hand. The boat crews were piped 
to their stations, and everything placed 
in readiness for the abandonment of 
the vessel. It was soon found, how- 
ever, that the water-tight bulkheads 
were ans@@ving the purpose for which 
they were constructed, and, though the 
Water was pouring into the compart- 
ments beneath the second cabin, very 
little was reaching other parts of the 
vessel. 

When the accident occurred the 
Spree was about a thousand miles from 
Queenstown. Two anxious days were 
passed, and the Lake Huron took the 
disabled vessel into tow on the 28th. 
There were 283 passengers on board. 
Among them were Gen. Howard, 
U.S.A.; Mrs. Adelaide Howard and 
child; Dwight L. Moody, >the evangel- 
ist; Mrs. Lewis Brach and tamily of 
Milwaukee, Dr. Sidney of Chicago. and 
second-class passenger 
named Paul Kelson was so badlg fright- 
ened after the accident that he jumped 
overboard and was drowned. The 
other passengers are all well. 

Some passengers and a portion of the 
Spree’s mail will be forwarded by ths 
Etruria tomorrow, and others by the 
North German Lloyd steamer Havel, 
which leaves Bremen tomorrow for 
Queenstown to embark them. 

Capt. Willigerode’in. an interview 
said that he never before had such an 
/ eventful voyage. The weather was 
favorable and splendid progress was 
made until the accident occurred. Im- 
mediately after the crash the captain 
and crew took strong measures to pre- 
vent the water from entering other 
than the damaged compartments. Af- 
ter strenuous efforts their lators were 
crowed with success, and at o’clock 
in tae afternoon, seven hours after the 
accident, the captain was able to an- 
nounce to the passengers that the water 
was under control and would undoubt- 
edly be confined to the damaged cem- 
partments. Grave fears still existed of 
serious consequences should bad weather 
be experienced. 

Throughout Saturday and Sunday the 
crew worked energetically and secured 
the bulkheads in such manner that the 
vessel was considered safe. The vessel 
drifted southward and then the wind 
changed and took a back-track. The 
steamer’s fires were kept burning at 
night and signals flying during the day. 
The wildest scenes of joy and emotion 
occurred when the Lake Huron was 
sighted at 1:30 Monday morning. A 
heavy sea was running, and it wasn 
essary to wait fordaylight beforeal 
could be passed between the vessels.

FINNS WOES. 


The Northern Magnate Again Rushes 
into the Publie Prints. 


— 


And in Hi Wrath Takes Unwarranted 
Liberties With the Truth—What 
the San Joses Say of Their 
Former Manager. 


- 


Duke Finn, of San José baseball fame, 
to putit mildly, is a very mad man; 
and all because his players from one to 
nine have quietly .decamped from his 
gentle guidance, of their own volition 
and accord, for this city to play out the 
extra series of championship games 
with the Angels, leaving their irate 
manager inthe far North nursing his 
wrath, and vowing vengeance upon 
their disloyal heads of a dire and fear- 
ful sort. 

The Chronicle of Friday contains a 
lengthy article upon the differences and 
complications which have disturbed the 
serenity of the local baseball world for 
some time, which have all combined to 
bring about the result over which Mag- 
nate Finn now complains. 

Manager Vanderoeck, of the home 
team, is accused of being responsible 
for the action of the Dukes, it being 
alleged that when the former left the 
Bay City for home, a few days ago, he 
refused to have any further dealings 
with Finn in regard to the negotiations 
for an extra series of ball to be plaved 
here. but, unknown to the San José 
manager, auietly persuadedthe Garden 
City team to loosen the strings by’ which 
they were held in the northern district, 
and come down to play off the extra 
series on their own account, it being 
also declared that Vanderbeck held out 
as an inducement glittering promises of 
a harvestof many sheckles to the stal- 
wart diamond pacers, and that, in 
reality, the games, if plaved under this 
arrangement, would not be official, all 
of which is merely scare talk. 

When Finn first heard of the proposed 
march of his men he cast about for 
some pointof law by which he might 


| prevent their going, but all to no avail, 


the entire team arriving here yesterday 
afternoon with the exception of Capt. 
Ebright. who chose to stay with the 
deserted Finn. 

Severalof the San José players, in- 
cluding Dooley anid Denny, were seen 
last evening by a Times reporter, and 
when asked ahout the matter denounced 
the utterances of Finn as false and 
malicious. They aver that all during 
the season they have been badly treated 
by their manager, and astheircontracts 
with him had expired they saw nothing 
out of the way in exercising their own 
judgment and wishes in the matter 
by accepting the offer and acceding 
to the request of Vanderbeck to play 
out the extra series of game’. 
talk about their being blacklisted they 
declare to be unworthy of comment, 
and anticipate no such action on tlie 
part of the league, as their contracts 
expired before any action was taken by 
them. 

Hence, notwithstanding the threats 
of Finn that he will have the series 


ruled out, the closing extra champion-, 


ship games will go on, the first to be 
played this afternoon, onthe Agricul-

Trains Belated by Storms More Chicago 
Ticket Scalpers Indicted — General 
Local and Rallroad 
Mention. 


Railroad officials and employés, and 
the general public as well, are all 
deeply interested in the result of the 
capture of the tramp who has confessed 
to wrecking a Santa Fe possenger train 
near Monrovia last Monday evening. 
The prisoner, who is now confined in 
the county jail charged with the seri- 
ous Offence to which he so readily con- 
fessed, might have been, but for the 
intervention of providence. many times 
a murderer. He had a grievance. It 
may have injured his susceptible feel- 
ings to be ejected from a train whereon 
he had been enjoving a surreptitious 
ride without money, ticket or pass, but 
even the rudeness of a brakeman may 
not excuse the tramp for deliberately 
planning to wreck a train ont of 
revenge. In his frenzy for vengeance 
on the corporation he jeopardized the 
lives of a train load of passengers who 
had never even had the chance of tread- 
ing upon his corns. Train-wrecking, 
whether for robbery, vengeance or 
amusement, is to be discouraged, and 
with this object in view the California 
law was made especially § stringent.’ 
For train-wreckers of any degree hang- 


_ing has been deemed the proper punish- 


ment. but since the law went into ef- 


fect there has been no opportunity for 


making a practical test of its efficiency, 
as the train-wreckeérs have escaped. 
The fellow, who gives his name as Frank 
R. Warner, had an idea, when he con- 
fessed his deed, that he would go te 
prison, but evidently did not realize the 
possibility of his going to the gallows 
also. It is understood that the Santa 
Fé Railroad Company will try to make 
an example of this fellow Warner, and 
he may yet hang as a warning to those 
who may be tempted to ditch a passen- 
ger train. 
SCRAP HEAP. 

The repairs to the Redondo wharf 
were completed yesterday, and the 
Santa Fé has resumed business there. 

Chiet Engineer Perris of the South- 
ern California road came over from 
San Bernardino yesterday to visit 
headquarters. 

J. M. Crawley, assistant general 
freight and passenger agent of the 
Southern Pacific Company, has gone to 
San Francisco on a business trip. 

The Cerrillos Coal Railroad, extending 
from Waldo station on the Santa Fé 
(New Mexico division) to the anthra- 
cite and bituminous coal fields, has 
been opened for business. 

The fastest mile ever made on a rail- 
road, was run by engine No. 485, of the 


| Philadelphia and Reading Railroad, on 


Friday night a week ago, from Phila- 
delphia to Jersey City. Near Fanwood, 
amile was made in thirty-seven sec- 
onds. 

Once more is San Diego hoping for 
new railroad facilities. Now it is as- 
sured that the National City and Otay 
Railroad will be extended from its pres- 
ent terminus at: National City to the 
Mexican boundary line. Dwight Bra- 
man of Boston, president of the San 
Diego Land and Town Company, with 
other officials of the same company,.are 
looking over their property, and the 
possible railroad improvement is hinted 
at. 


The fight against the ticket scalpers 
has not been abandoned. Indictments 
have been secured against George 
Frank, Edward List, C. F. Stout, A. J. 
Geis and Schley & Young for carrying 
on a brokerage business in railway tick- 
ets in violation of the State law: The 
World’s Fair officials, who are pushing 
the case, hope to have better success 
than they had a few months ago when a 
number of indicted brokers were dis- 
charged by the State’s Attorney.

and that they did not intend thereby to 
either favor or oppose any candidate 
for office.

Dockweiler, whose connection with the 
office was severed fof cause, has also 
written a letter defending the present 
Citv Engineer's course in regard to 
the outfall sewer and its siphon attach- 
ments.

itor of Tuk Trmes.| I have noticed during 
the past few days several criticisms upon 
the proposed outfall sewer, all of which are 
timely, but, in my opinion, the most,vital 
point has not been touched upon. “This is 
the life-time or duration of the sewer. I 
would like toenter a protest against the 
proposed plan of a part of it. 

It is proposed to construct one section of 
15,974 feet, 38-inch diameter, and one sec- 
tion 17,053, 35-inch diameter, both of red- 
wood, making an aggregate of about 6 3-10 
miles. Eachof these sections is to be on 
the inverted-siphon principle, one siphon to 
be subjected to a pressure of twentv feet. 
This, inmy judgment, is the height of folly, 
| and, to say the . least, a very silly piece of 

engineering, It canbe obviated*by pro- 
_jJonging the tunnel about 1500 feet, thhs 
_ Making it practicable for a brick or cement 
sewer. 

Anyone who says this wood will last 
longer than brick, iron or cement must be 
very ignoranton this subject or else in. 
tends to mislead the public. Ihave been 
using redwood and other kinds ef wood for 
the last twenty years in this city, under 
various conditions, andI kanow it will not 
lastmore than eight vears at most, and 
average redwood will not last over five 


| years, under such conditions as these.

The claim has been made that the 
Democrats would carry the Seventh 
Ward for the city ticket.

BRICK AND BRICK JESTS. 


Has the City Engineer 
Mark. 

Los ANGELES, Dec. 3, 1892.—[To the Ed- 
itor of THE TimEs.] On December 2, 1892, 
at request of E. Simons, et al., brick manu- 
facturers, I was present and witnessed the 
crushing of samples of brick, taken from 
abandoned sewer under the old Club Thea- 
ter building; sewer said by J. Mullally to 
have been laid in 1858. Three bricks were 
taken at random from the side wall of the 
sewer, one-half of each brick being sub- 
jected to hydraulic pressure. No. 1 and 
No. 2, crushed under 250 pounds pressure 
per square inch; No. 3 crushed at 500 
pounds pressure per square inch. The re- 
maitting half ofeach brick may be found 
in my office. 

There were present when these brick 
were taken from the sewer Messrs. Thomas 
Goss, E, Simons, C. Willard and J. Mullally. 
At the hydraulic test were present Messrs. 
E. Simons, C. Willard and M. T. Spencer. 

The City Engineer, in his specifications 
for the outfall sewer, calls for brick with a 
‘crushing strength of not less than 2500 
pounds to the square inch.’’ The above 
test shows that brick whichcrush at 250 
and 500 pounds per square inch are in 
good condition today, thirty-four years 
after construction of sewer from which 
they were taken. Therefore, the above- 
mentioned specifications call for a stronger 
and more expensive brick than is necessary 
for sewer purposes. 

A great many sewers have been built 
here in Los Angeles of the same material 
which I put to the dydraulic pressure test. 
The Main street sewer was constructed of 
brick of the this kind and has been in ser- 
vice for the pasteighteen years. I would 
like to call the attention of the City Engi- 
neer or any other citizen to this fact, and 
invite their inspection. 

From a financial standpoint, there is 
quite a difference inthe two qualities of 
brick. It will cost $11 per 1000 for 
brick which will stand a pressure of 2500 
pounds per square inch, and, asthe ordi- 
nary article, which has been thoroughly 
tested and given satisfactory results, will 
cost not more than $8 per 1000, it can 
plainly be seen that the article which is in 
every respect good enough forthe purpose 
will save the city $3 on each 1000 of brick 
usedinthe sewer. The specifications call 
for about 10,000,000 brick, which will 
bring the amount saved to $30.000.

POMONA. 


Sensational Wife-Beating Case—A Promi- 
nent Citizen Arrested. 

Pomona has run along very quietly for 
the most part, and her citizens as a rule 
have lived quietly and peaceably, but a very 
sensational affair has happened to the fam- 
ily of a hitherto respected and well-to-do 
citizen. Col. E. Hicklin was arrested ves- 
terday on aserious charge, that of wife- 
beating. The trialwas to come up yester- 
day afternoon at 4 o'clock, but owing to 
the lateness of the hour’the case was post- 
poned until Wednesday morning. Col- 
Hicklin is 64 yearsof age, and has been 
married three times. He was seen last 
night at the family residence by the TiMEs 
reporter, and gave the following version of 
the affair: ‘‘The trouble came up about 
Mrs. Cobler, who is my wife's daughter by 
her former husband.- My wife has always 
wanted me to let her have money for Mrs. 
Cobler, but I have alwavs said we were get- 
ting old, and must keep our money for our- 
selves and our daughter Lorina. I will say 
too, that my wife had when we married 
$750 of her own money, and 1 put it out at 
interest, and it now amounts to $1250. I 
wanted her to let Mrs. Cobler have some of 


this money, but she insisted I should fur-’ 


nish her. This I refused to do. 

‘Friday night we were talking about the 
matter, and were ready to retire after hav- 
ing our usual family pravers. My wife 
went out to the kitchen for something, 
came in our room, and suddenly blew out 
the lightand got in bed. The old subject 
came up again and my wife told me to shut 
up or she would cut my entrails out, and 
called me ugly names. It flashed over me 
that she had gone to the kitchen and got 
my bowie knife, and I was afraid she would 
kill me, I therefore caught her by the 
throat and she got me by the neckband of 
my shirtand tore my shirt all to pieces. 
(Here the colonel showed the feporter the 
shirt, which was completely demolished, 
not to say torn intoshreds.) My wife then 
got up and ran to the window, and a crowd 
of people came in. This was about 10 
o'clock at night.’’ The colonel’s pretty 
little fourteen-year-old daughter w@®s in 
and listened to the story and corrobo- 
rated it. 

Mrs. Cobler, Mrs. Hicklin’s daughter, 
who swore to the complaint. was next seen. 
She was at the European Hotel with Mrs. 
Hicklin, who, she said, was too ill and weak 
to see the reporter. She said: ‘Of course 
I know nothing about the affair last night, 
but my mother is bruised and beaten ter- 
ribly. Her neck is swollen, and she isina 
bad fix. Iam sure he ment to kiil her.”’ 

The affair is a very sad one, and all sorts 
of rumors are afloat. Col. Hicklin, though 
not immerisely wealthy, has some good 
property and has a comfortable balance in 
the bank. He is a prominent Democrat, 
and twice his name has been mentioned as 
a candidate for the Legislature. 

Another one of Pomona's citizeris is in 

trouble, and has an ugly charge against 
him. William Shewman. sonofC. M. Shew- 
man of this city, and brother of Mr. Shew- 
man, of Shewman & Ward, printers, Los 
Angeles, was arraigned before Judge 
Barnes yesterday on a charge of grand 
larceny. Arthur Seligmanof Puenteswore 
to the complaint which charges Shewman 
with taking a leather valise. which con- 
tained old coinsto the value of $45; a 
Panama straw hat, valued at $20: some 
shirts, underwear, snakes in a bottle of 
alcohol, a coat and several articles, all 
valued at about one hundred dollars. Se- 
ligman testified thayjon the 25th of Sep- 
tember the valise wasinatentin a vacant 
lot, west of the cemetery. where he was 
working witha hay bailer. The articles 
were stolen, and he did not see them until 
they were produced in court. There were 
only six pieces of coin, the snakes, three 
shirts and some Indian fuse and flint. Con- 
stable Slanker was then introduced and 
swore that he got the articlesin Shewman’'s 
room at his father's house.

The Clio Lloyd Case Tried Behind Closed 
Doors~+The Result. 

The Clio Lloyd case was tried yesterday 
forenoon before Justice Crane with closed 
doors. Many of our citizens, having heard 
something about the case. and being in- 
formed by Mr. Lioyd that it would amount 
to nothing, that there was nothing in the 
charge except the imaginations of a crazy 
woman, took the opportunity of deciding 
for themselves and were present to hear 
the testimony. To their great surprise 
they were, at the request of the defenant’'s 
attorney, fired out of the courtroom, and 
the case was tried with closed doors. This 
is a case of disturbing the peace, brought 
by the widow of Alvin O. Liovd against 
Clio Lloyd, and has attracted considerable 
attention here. The prosecution was con- 
ducted by Mr. Putnam, District Attorney, 
assisted by Messrs. Taggartand Crow. The 
Cefendant’s attorneys were Messrs. J. J. 
Boyce and F. P. Kelley. 

During the forenoon the prosecution in- 
troduced two witness, Mrs. Flora Lloyd and 
Miss Anna GriMin, the nurse employed at 
the house during Mr. Lioyd’s illness. The 
testimony of both was almost identically 
the same, and both were subjected,to crit- 
ical and severe cross-examination. Both 
testified to the fact that on the evening of 
November 2, prior to Alvin Lloyd's death, 
Clio came in, and in an abusive and brutal 
manner talked to Mrs. Lloyd for 
some time, shaking his fist ~epeat- 
edly in her face,-and so closely at times 
that she hadto lean back’ where she was 
sitting to prevent being hit, at the same 
time calling her a dirty, mean, villainous 
wretch He also told her if she was a man 
he would kill her. but being a woman, he 
could not. Mrs. Lloyd testified that she 
was confined so closely with her sick hus- 
band and sick baby that her health was 
giving way, and so stated to her brother- 
in-law, Clio Lioyd, and asked him if he 
could not stay awhile, until she could go 
out and get some fresh air. She also la-

~ About the Cellar Life of a City 


of Tenements. 


A Single House in Which Sleep 1500 
People.

German Rents, anf How They Are 


Steadily Rising. 


The People’s Kitchens and Their Three. 
cent Meals—How Children Work— 
Berlin Street Fakirs—Lack of 
Newspaper Enterprise,

Bers, Nov. 12, 1892.—Berlin is a 
city of flats, and the people here are 
crowded almost as much as the Chinese 
are in San Francisco. There are tens 
of thousands who live in cellars, and of 
the 2,000,000 people who live within 
the city limits only about 80,000 have 
more than seven rooms. Of this vast 
population there are less than 38000 
who have a whole house to themselves, 
and there are more than half a million 
who have only one room in their tene- 
ments which can be beated. The peo- 
ple swarm and they become more 
crowded every year. You see no little 
houses here. The cottage system is 
practically unknown, and the rich and 
the poor are crowded together in the 
same building The difference lies in 
the location and the character of tae 
room. The buildings are usually of 
five or six stories. In the basement 
you will find cobblers, butchers 
and grocerymen, while back around 
the courts every imaginable trade goes 


The toy man, 


on, and families live in narrow quarters 
and work at something or otHer to 
make a livelihood. On the first floor, 
if the street isa business one, will be 
first-class stores, restaurants or beer 
halls, and above these you may find a 
German colonel or a general, or a rich 
business man. On the same floor, in 
the back rooms, will be cheaper quar- 
ters, and as you near the top of the 
house the character of the tenants falls 
and their numbers increase. There is 
a difference in rate according to differ- 
ent parte-ef the city, but there are 
cheap tenements everywhere, and you 
find the poor in every block. I visited 
the other day a single house which con- 
tained 400 families, and in which lived 
more than fifteen hundred people. It 
was a building of about a hundred feet 


front, running back, perfaps, 200 
feet, and built around five great 
courts. There was no yard con- 


nected with it except these dirty courts 
paved with cobblestones, and in these 
hollow-eyed childyen swarm and old 
men and women sat against the walls 
trying to catch the sun. The building 
consisted of six stories, and it was en- 
tered by a passageway in the middle. 
At the door of this as | came in Il saw 
two young women standing with babies 
at their breasts, and the children play- 
ing in the rear were os ages and 
sizes. Asllooked at them and the peo- 
ple about them it struck me that the 
building was typical of the world. 
Every variety of life was going on 
Among them. On one side 1 saw two 
women laughing. In another part a 
young girl and an old man were trying 
to teach a baby to walk, and as I stood 
there an undertaker came through with 
a little coffin, containing a baby, under 
his arm and with its weeping mother 
following behind as its sole mourner. 
This building is known as ‘Meyer's 
Hof,’’ and it is one of the largest tene- 


ment houses in Berlin. , 
Think of it? | 
Here are 1500 people sleeping every 


night oa an drea of less than one-half 
acre of ground. Some of the rooms 
contain more than one family, and not 
a few of the poorest of the renters 
take roomers. I visited some of the 
tenements. ‘They seemed to be clean, 
but they’ were small, and there was a 
couple of beds in nearly every room. 
There were about 100 families living 
around each court, and these courts 
were not as large as the average city 
back yard. At the entrance to each 
court there were billboards like those 
you find in large office buildings in 
America, upon which were registered 
the names of the tenants andthe num- 
bers of their rooms. Upon the ground 
floor there were little stores, and I 
iropped into a barber shop at the corner 
of one of the courts and chatted with the 
barber, His room’ was about feet 
wide by six feet deep, and he hada 
sign on the outside of it stating that his 
prices for shaving were 5 pfennigs, or 
alittle more than a cent, and he cut 
hair for about double this rate. He told 
me that he had often a hundred custo- 
mers a day and that he had double this 
number on Saturdays. Hesold matches 
and cigars and mad wigs as well as bar- 
bered, and he said that his rent for this 
room was $2.50 a month and that he 
slept there at night. 

Rents are, I am told, continually ris- 
ing in Berlin, and the smaller the in- 
come the bigger the proportion of rent. 
The most of the laboring people like to 
live near their work, anda large major- 
ity of the people engaged in the differ- 
ent industries here live within twenty 
minutes of their places of employment, 
The most of them pay more than 
one-fourth of their income for 
rent, and landlords find it pays 
to build big houses and crowd them 
rather than erect small ones. The 
people here get so little that they can- 
not think df‘building homes for them- 
selves, and they expect to pay rent 
from their birth to their death. The 
police regulations require that the 
rooms shall,be of a certain size, and 
within the last few years the new 
houses have been doing better as to 
The older parts 


of the city, however, have many rooms 
which are not at all sanitary, and it is 
astoni~ sew many people live here 


hundred thousand men, women and chil- 
dren who are living in cellars in Berlin 
today, and a number of these have 
rooms in their cellar tenements that 
cannot be heated. It must be remem- 
bered that the surface of Berlin is flat, 
and the fall as to drainage is very little. 
The result is that these unheated cellar 
rooms are damp, and as they are in the 
heart of the city they are very un- 
healthful. 

It is wonderful how much business is 
done in cellars in Berlin. About one- 
third of the immense manufacturing 
of Germany is done in the shape of 
house industry, t s by people taking 
their work from Mictories to their own 
homes or making some product of their 
owninthem. A great many of these 
cellar rooms form the working places 
of the people by — and their sleeping 
places by night. any of them are so 
made that a draft cannot be sent 
through them, and when it is remem- 
bered that some of them, are six feet 
below the sidewalk it will be easily 
seen that thev are not fit for the resi- 
dence of human beings. Ihave visited 
quite a number of the cities of Germany 
and I find that this flat system prevails 
in all the large towns. Hamburg, 
which has been badly hurt bv the 
cholera, is a wifted sepulcher. It has 
beautiful buildings, but some of the 
streets are sO. parrow that you could 
hardly drive a wagon load of hay 
through them, and there are thousands 


of cellar tenements. There are a 
number of houses there which 
have hundreds of families in 


them, and the same is true of Leipsic 
and Dresden. More than half the 
people in Leipsic pay less than a hun- 
dred dollars a year for rent, and these 
people live in quarters where thev can- 
not have more than two heated rooms. 
The city has good building regulations, 
it is true, but the people mdWage to get 
around them, andthis isso in nearly 
every German city. *Part of the Leip- 
sic regulations are that every living 
room shall have at least one window 
open to the air, and that the cellar 
rooms shall be at least nine feet high. 
But the houses are crowded, and the 
poorer the quarters the more people 
you find inthem. Even the halls are 
let out to night lodgers, and the stories 
of how women and men of different 
families are crowded together in single 
rooms present as bad a mre as 
found in some places of Ritssia. The 
people here are alive to the con- 
dition of the working classes in 
this respect, and not long ago a mt®n- 
ber of the Reichstag gathered a large 
amount of facts about the homes of the 
working people here, and from these 
verified statements some of the above 
figures are taken. Reports were col- 
lected from all the laboring centers, 
and it is on the basis of these that 
movements have been undertakefi to 
better the laborers’ condition. 


Here in Berlin meals are served to 
poor people at almost cost prices, and 
among the cellar institutions of the city 
are the ‘‘Volks Kitchens,’’ or the peo- 
ple’s kitchéns. ‘There are a number of 
these, and thev are managed by the la- 
dies of Berlin, who superintend them 
and who take turns in managing them. 
They have good cooks, and they feed 
hundreds of people everyday. In them 
you can get a dinner for about 5 cents, 
and a bowl of soup or of rice costs you 
83 cents, while youcan get a first-class 
cup of coffee fora cent. I visited one 
of these the other day. Two nice-look- 
ing old ladies stood behind a clean, white 
counter, and back of these were great 
boilers of soup, with cooks presiding 
overthem. Theroom was, J judge,about 
fifty feet long and not more than twenty 
wide.. It was in a cellar, and it was di- 
vided up into compartment for women 
and men. At the entrance there was a 
cashier, who gave you checks for what 
you wanted upon the payment of the

money, and you walk back to these old 
women and get your soup or coffee and 
carry it to the benches in the room, 
where you can sit down at long tables 
and eat. I laid down 8 cents and 
bought a bowl of soup. It._was made of 
beans and it contained nearly a quart. 
I took a bowl of rice of about the same 
size, and I sipped at a l-cent cup of 
coffee and found it not bad. Every- 
thing was as clean as could be, and the 
class*of~ people who were eating ap- 
peared respectable. One of the old 
ladies told me that they often fed as 
many as a thousand a day, and that 
they gave suppers as well as dinners. 
They said that the institution paid its 
expenses, and that it did not try to 
make money. 


Nearly all the vegetable stores of 
Berlin arein cellars, and there .are 
numerous fish stores, especially those 
which’sell dried fish, below ground. I 
am surprised to see what well-dressed 
people come out of these cellars and 
how wellthe people dress onthe low 
wages they’ receive. The average 
wages of common laborers throughout 
Germany range from $1.50 to $4.00 a 
week, and cthe mass of workingmen 


here, bOth skilled and unskilled, do not 
get more than from 25 cents to $1.00a 
day. When one-fourth ofthis is paid 


for house rent and the food of the fam- 
ily purchased there is but little 
left, and .it is a. wonder to me 
how the people can buy any clothes 
at all. I am told, however, that 
many of the people have- several 
trades and that they do work at home 
outside of their hours of labor, and all 
the members of a poor man'sgfamily do 
something to increase the family in- 
come. There is a law against children 
being employed in factories, and they 
have here a compulsory system of edu- 
cation, but these are evaded to a con- 
siderable extent and gr agp are hardly 
able to walk before théy do something. 
Little girls are taught to sew almost as 


soon @sthey can. handle the needle, 


and good sewing girls who make button- 
holes here consider themselves well 
paid when they make from $83to #4 
amonth. Girls who sew upon shirts 
get about these same wages, and the 
greater part of such sewing girls work 
at home.

I saw a 
clerical old man going about with such 
a choir of boys the other day. He was 
dressedina long alster with a cape 
which came down over his arms, and he 
carried a little singing book in one hand. 
He had about a dozen little fellows rang- 
ing from 10 to 12 years of age, and he 
marched with these from house to house 
and from court to court, stopping at 
each and having the boys sing “popular 
songs, while he kept time as their mas- 
ter. There was no instrument to ac- 
company them, but the little fellows 
kept perfect time, and at the close of 
the singing one of the boys went around 
with a toy bank, into which the by- 
standers put pennies, and such coins as 
were thrown down from the windows he 
picked up and putin. I followed this 
old man and his choir through several 
of their street concerts. and was much 
saddened by the look of the children. 
The boys were hollow-eyed and pale, 
and they seemed to have no spirit about 
them. They either smiled nor 
laughed, and the old man made me 
think in some way of Fagin, the old 
Jew who trained the thieves in ‘‘Oliver 
Twist.’’ “I asked one of the boys as to 
his wages, and he told me that he got 
twelve marks a quarter, or about a dol- 
lara month. I have already spoken of 
the little boys working on the streets, 
and you will seldom see a girl of any 
age idle. She is taught to knit as soon | 
as she can hold the needles, and when | 
she is watching the children she works 

industriously ®way at her stocking. 


Speaking of the Berlin street sights, 
there is no place in the world where the 
people work so hard fora penny, and 
where both women and men give you so 
much for so little. At everycorner you 
find men with red caps, who are known 
as dienstman, and who will carry a let- | 
ter or a parcel to almost any part of 
Berlin for 6 cents; and you pass in ev- 
ery block women loaded down with 
great two-bushe!l baskets of meat and 
vegetables, which they are carrying 
home from the market for about the 
same rate. There are flower peddlers 
everywhere, and there is the old fellow ~« 
with toys, who selis turkeys and mon- 
keys,made of wood and painted in ri- 
dicufous colors. While visiting the 
Stock Exchange the other day I dropped 
into a beer hall for lunch, and was get- 
ting away with a great mug of beer be- 
tween my bites of cheese and rye bread 
when one these fakirs came up beside 
me and laid down on the table a micro- 
scope. As hedidsohe asked me if I 
did not want to see what kind of cheese 
bé@en eating. Ivheld it up-to the 
light and saw init through the micro- 
scope a dozen hundred-leg bugs as big 
as the largest potato bug, each one of 
which had horrible horns and great 
teeth. He laughed as I shuddered and 
pushed the cheese back, and then of- 
fered to sell me the microscope for 12 
cents; but I was disgusted at having my 
meal spoiled and refused. 

The uewspepers here are largely sold 
by women, and the ‘small newsboy of 
America is unknown in Berlin. Now 


and then you see a man selling papers, 
but the greater part of the circulation | 
of the journals is by subscription, and | 
women always deliver the papers. 
There are many queer things about the 
newspapers, and few of the Berlin 
journals have large staffis of reporters. 
The local news is about the same in all 
papers, and no one thinks of trying to 
make a scoop, as it is called, or to have 
the news in advance ‘of his fellows. 
The editors of the morning papers 
leave their offices at 9 o’clock, and the 
papers are in press at 11. Bv 12 
o'clock even the printers have gone 
home, and when Gen. von Moltke died 
At 11 o'clock one night, some time ago, 
there was only one Berlin newspaper 
that had a line about it in its issue of 
the next morning. The announcement 
of the death was published in New York 
and elsewhere in full,-but the German 
newspapers right here at home knew 
nothing about it. The newspapers here 
publish items from their contemporary 
journals which they should have had 
themselves, saying that the other pa- 
per says so and so, and there is no life 
in Berlin journalism. The papers have 
not a very large circulation, and they 
do not make a g@eat deal of money. 
The biggest of them sells something 
like 100,000 copies, and this paper 
makes $137,000 a year, and thinks it 
does wonders. Men who write for the 
papers are moderately well paid, and 
editors-in-chief get from $4000 to 
$5000 a year. 


The Germans are good advertisers, 
and there seems to be no reason why 


thing under the sun is put into the 
papers inthe shape of an advertise- 
ment. Andthere is a great deal of 
social ews that we publish for nothing 
which is putin here at so much per 
line. Engagenrents are generally an- 
nounced in the newspapers by the 
parents of the bride and also by the 
groom, and there are a large number of 
matrimonial advertisements, in which 
men and womensstate their good quali- 
ties and ask fér husbands and wives. 
Sometimes men advertise, stating that 
they havea daughter whom they wish 
to get rid of, and inone year there were 
400 advertisements in one paper of 
persons seeking better halves. Mar- 
riages are also published in the same 
way, and there is a fixed rate for births 
and deaths. The Germans are very 
proud of having children, and it is 
generally expected that a son ora 
daughter will make his or her appear- 
ance inthe newspaper columns imme- 
diately upon his appearance in the 
world. There are always numbers of 
death notices, and the official adver- 
tisements of the city amount to some- 
thing. Advertisements of patent medi- 
cines have as much prominence in the 
Berlin newspapers as in ours, and alto- 
gether the German isa very good adver- 
tiser.

JUSTIN: WCARTHY. 


Journalist. Novelist, Statesman 
and Politician. 


He Tells How He Makes His Speeches 
and Novels. 


The Irish Parliamentarian’s Views 
in Regard to Writing History. 


Historical Romances—Novelists Old and 
New-—Effect of His Parliamentary 
Career on His Literary Work-- 

At Home 


Special Correapondence of The Timea. 
Loxpos, Mov, 22.—In a pleasant house 
in Cheyne Gatdens, in Chelsea, I tound 
Mr. Justitl MoCarthy, one of the most 
notable figures in the Irish Parliamen- 
tary party, historian, novelist, lecturer 
and politician, seated, hard at work at 


his beloved typewriter, for he has al- 


most entirely given up his pen. A 
singularly gentle-mannered man is 
Mr. McCarthy, with a kind, genial, 


gray-bearded, spectacied face—a very 
thorough type of a refined and highly- 
cuitured IrishMan, presenting a many- 
sided aspegt to those who seek, as I 
sought, to gain information upon many 
different subjects. A journalist in the 
early part of his life, remaining one, 
indeed, tothe present moment, he has 
yet further developed into the politi- 
cian, the historian and the writer of 
novels. which, if they are not exactly 
conspicuous for complexity of plot or

dramatic situation, are yet striking in 
dialogue, happy and fertile in creative 
power, and motable in the eccentric 
type of character. Of his historical 
works the same criticism applies ina 


‘limited degtee, for though they are not 


profound, yet they are impartial, bril- 
liant and deeply interesting. Curious 
it is to note, too, in his historical work, 
how he brings into play his novelistic 
faculty of imagination, and how the dry 
bones of historical personages, who 
have long simce passed away, at his 
hands come¢@life and strut and 
pace theirtittie the stage. 
alluded to this faculty of his at the very 
outset of our conversation. 

‘*‘Mr. McCarthy,’’ said I, want to 
ask youasecret. Does fiction writing 
assist youinthe making of history’’’ 
Mr. McCarthy laughed. ‘Yes, I think 
it does; it makes it moreinteresting ua- 
doubtedly.’’ ‘I can believe that,’’ I re- 
plied, ‘but don’t you find the tempta- 
tion very strong at times to create 
characters of your own, or at ajl events 
very muchto improve upon the origi- 
nals? Don’t you feel sometimes that 
‘plots’ in real history differ very much 
from those you would construct in writ- 
ing anovel’?’’ ‘‘Perhaps you are right,’’ 
saii he, ‘‘but is it not possible for me to 
take acertain great character in his- 
tory, and suddenly one day, after long 
study of that character, he'or she comes 
up into one’s mind and stands there 
complete, and one says to one’s self, 
‘yes, he did this, gut he could not have 
done that?’ Bat of course you must first 
make yourself master of his times and 
surroundings.’’ ‘‘Yes,’’ I urged, ‘‘all 
very well, but his times and his sur- 
roundings are probably so utterly be- 
yond the ken of any manliving’?”? ‘My 
dear friend,’’ said Mr. Justin McCarthy, 
with a smile, ‘‘human nature is always 
and everywhere the same. And as it 
is with individuals, so it is with nations. 
It would be easier for me to write a 
history of England and of the English 
as they were 600 years ago, than to 
write of a country of today of which I 
practically know nothing.’’ ‘Don’t. 
you feel inclined, as I have already’ 
asked, to mingle history and novel- 
writing together?” “Oh! no; though I 
quite acknowledge that it is difficult to 
avoid romance in history, but on the 
whole, novel-writing helps to make his- 
tory-writing more real and life-like. 
History-writfng does me this good I 
find—it makes me take a fair and im- 
partial view of matters... | find that I 
take a fresh view of many things in 
writing history.”’ 

We then passedinto a discussion on 
novels and novel writing.: Said he: ‘I 
am arapid writer. If I had nothing 
else to do, three or four hours of Steady 
work daily would quite suffice me for 
literary purposes. Imever, in writing 
a novel, have any plotand I never pian 
out achapter. It all comes tome as I 
write. The samething in my lectures 
and speeches; I never prepare either 
the one or the other until lam actually 
on my feet and speaking the opening 
sentences, and bape. I men- 
tally group a few" Hg and central 
‘ideas. Some of my novels are decidealy 
political, still I do not always feel 
called upon to fight my own special side 
in my books. No, lam frequently quite 
as much interested and I throw quite as 
much earnestness into political battles 
in my books on what I would consider 
in real life as utterly and entirely the 
wrong side, as | should in fighting for 
my own party. I spoke of lecturing 
just now. Itiscurious how very much 
more popular it: is Tm America, where | 
have lectured frequently, than itis here 
in England; but now I think it -is grow- 
ing in favor over here and I am glad of 
it, for itis a capital method of teaching 
our people.” 

‘‘And speaking of novel-writing, gen- 
erally, Mr. McCarthy, do you think 
that, on the whole, it is improving’”’ 

“Yes, decidedly, it is improving 
over the whole area, although it is not 
showing so many mountaintops. There 
are about twenty novelists nowadays 
who write really well. Iam quite as 
fond of reading,;as I am of writing 
novels.” 
“What about novels. with a purpose?”’ 
said I. 

‘‘They are apt to be heavy.”’ he re- 
plied, with a smile, “if people delib- 
erately set to work to teach; but if

But to leave out altogether 
one of the most stirring, interesting, 
tragical episodes of every-@ay life, and 
as it is, isto pluck the heart out of all 
novel writing that professes in any. 
Way to deal wity life as it really is.’ 

“But vou drawthe line somewhere 
Mr. McCarthy. Don't you think Zola 
and Walt Whitman have at times—I do 
not say always—overstepped all neces- 
sary limits’”’ 

“Certainly do. In everything there 
must be cempromise. The French 
overdo it. To harp constantly, even 
delicately, upon one string. as they do, 
is an utter defectin art. Zola is abom- 
inable; but remember his is not a bad 
purpose; rather itis a perverted hon- 
esty of purp hse. His idea is to make

*“Yes,’’ Lreplied, ‘but they do not 
come upto some of the French and 
American writers, who, while just as 
strong in narrative are yet unrivalled 
in dissection of character, in scrutiny 
of motives, andin that extraordinary 
ability to present the psychical as well 
as the physical aspect of individuals.”’ 

After Mr. McCarthy had expressed his

years, the first, and afterwards, many of 
the maturer poems of Longfellow, Whit- 
tier and Lowell appeared in newspapers. 
And so ithas been with James Whit- 
comb Riley. For years the journals of 
Indiana (notably the Indianpolis Journal) 
contained his poems, and we all in 
that State knew him as the ‘Hoosier 
poet.’’ In July, 1883, there was pub- 
lished at Indianapolis his “Ole Swim- 
min’ Hole and ’Leven Other Pomes’’— 
his first little, thin volume, of only fifty 


' pages, which some unknown friend sent 


me in August, 1888, while I was 
preaching at Genoa, in Italy. But all 
this collection had already appeared in 
the Indiana newspapers and had floated 
through the Middle States and were 
beginning to creep into the corners of 
journals in ‘‘cultured’’ Boston. * How I 
did enjoy the ‘Ole Swimmin’ Hole and 
Eleven Other Pomes’’ in the Genoa of 
ancient renown, in the Genoa of Chris- 
topher Columbus—the Genoa of Mark 
Twain’s ‘**Ferguson’’ guide — the 
‘*‘Which-is-the-bust-and - and - which - is- 


the-pedestal’’ guide. I enjoyed the 
collection all the better because 
I was an Indianian, and, because, 


in a visit home from Italy, in L877-'75, 
Ihad made the acquaintance of the 
dialect poems and their author, and I 
loved Riley. There were manv of us 
that knew the capacities and the possi- 
bilities of the poet, and we liked (as 
Mr. Mosher expressed it, in terms 
original but Rileyan) 
‘Them songs Jim Riley sings.’*® 

Iso pinned my faith on Riley that 
several years before his first volume 
appeared I wrotea brief biographical 
sketch and an appreciative criticism of 
his poems, which were published in 
both London and Paris—and just 
makes me mad tothink that at. length, 
after James Russell Lowell and other 
literatt of the East had staked their 
judgment on his (Riley’s) poetic power 
and art, and after our newspapers had 
indorsed him, one of our big magazines 
in New York condescended to prjnt one 
of the great dialectician’s poems on 
the last sheet of the magazine, while 
several poetic noneatities had leaded 
type pages, devoted, with big pay, to 
their lucubrations. 

But I wish to reiate a literary episode 
ofarather funny kind in connection 
with Riley and his poetry, which oc- 
curred in Italy in 18586, whilel was 
living at Naples. 

Riley always knew what wasin him, 
and, while a modest man, he believed 
that his work inthe poetic corner had 
not been sufficiently recognized either 
under his own name or under his pseu- 
donym of ‘Benj. F. Johnson, of Boone 
Co.’’ He was for a short time local 
editor of the one-horse Weekly Demo- 
crat at Anderson, Ind. He had a 
theory that good werk of an unknown 
writer might go unrecognized, but if 


were the veriest ‘‘rot.”’ So, to prove 
his theory, he wrote and published in 
the Kokomo (Ind.,) Dispatch a poem 
signed ‘Edgar A. Poe’’—a poem which 
had been discovered fifteen years after 
Poe’s death! Therefore, in due course 
of time, ‘‘Leonainie’’ appeared, as al- 
ready stated, in a somewhat obsenfe 
journal of Kokomo, Howard county, 
. The thing took like , wildfire. 
‘‘Leonainie’’ was copied and recopied 
all over the United States and in En-

This ‘‘new discovery,’’ it seems, with 
out intention on Riley's part, or with- 
out any knowledge of his, was a second 
hoax of the worst kind, indeed, it was 
the tallest literary ‘‘sell’’ of the age. 
Lock’s famous ‘*‘Moon Hoax,’’ which 
appeared inthe New York Sun nearly 
sixty years ago, did not begin to come 
uptoit. ‘‘Leonainie,’’ who had drifted 
from Riley ‘like a dream,’’. came 
back to him witbha2:07 rush. Itseems 
that the New York Critic (than which 
is no better literary im 
1886, published an account of a 
poem of Poe’s (') which had appeared 
years before in the Kokomo Dispatch. 
One would have thought that there 
the matter would have rested, but it 
appeared that there was a Mr. Foote. a 
banker and broker of New York, who 
had a mania for manuscripts and for 


early editions of Poe, which, he 
averred, were more difficult to obtain 
than those of any other American 


author. The New York Critic stated 
that this gentleman tad sent out no 
less than *‘40,000 postal cards,’’ (just 
think, $400 worth!) seeking for manu-, 
script and rare editions of Poe. 
‘*‘Where there’s a demand, there’s al- 
ways asupply.”’ Mr. Foote sent to the 
Kokomo editor, and some mischievous 
wag—not (o say some sharper who laid 
the trap for Mr. Foote—replied, and 
put him (Mr. Foote) ‘-in communicatiog 
with the innkeeper at Chesterficld, 
Va.,’’ at whose hostelry, it was stated, 
the poem (‘‘Leonainie,’’) was found on 
a time-stained blank page of Ains- 
worth’s Latin Dictionary. Chester- 
field's ‘‘Viyote House.’’ from the ap- 
pearance of the little town, is about 
the last place, judging from my own 
experience of that vicinity in 1861, 
one would look fora Latin dictionary. 
Tae story by ‘‘tnine host’ was to this 
effect: Many years ago there appeared 
atthe tavern a stranger, who was a 
shy looking man, and who, to all ap 
pearances, had been taking too much.

| No one knows how petroieum was pro- 
duced, but many suggestions have been 
made as.to how it may have been, pro- 
duced. It will not be possible,” nor 
would it be profitable, for oneto take 
up allthese suggestions in this article, 
and it appears best to confine my re- 
marks mainly to that suggestion which 
has met with most favor. 

The theory most commonly accepted 
is that petroleum is of animal origin, 
and that it has been formed from the 
remains of marine animals 6f earlier 
geological epochs, particularly of fish, 
corals, mussels, etc. We know that 
marine animals die as other animals do, 
and that they have lived and died since 
they first came upon the earth, just as 


other animals have, as human beings 
have. What has become of those that 
died’? When an animal dies on the sur- 


face of the earth changes soon take 
place in its body. It is decomposed, as 
we say. If left to itself the body grad- 
ually disappears and very little is left. 
The substances formed from the body 
are to a great extent carried away in 
the air, where they serve as food 
for plants. If, however, the 
body of a dead animal is protected from 
the action of the air, as when it is 
buried in the earth or under water, 
changes of a different kind take place, 


and they take place more slowly than. 


in the air. Gradually it is decomposed, 
but the products formed cannot be car- 
ried away as readily. Now, it has been 
found that where animals have been 
buried in moist earth, a fatty substance 
is often left behind long after the body 
as a whole has undergone decomposi- 
tion. Such observations have been 
made in the case of a sheep that had 
been burie2 ten years, and in that of a 
hog that had been buried fifteen years. 
In the latter case even the bones of the 
animal had disappeared. These and 
many other similar observations show 
clearly that fats are left behind gfter 
animal bodies have undergone decom- 
position under the earth or under water. 
But this fat is not petroleum. Some 
other influence besides those that lead 
to the ordinary decomposition must 
have been at work to change the fats 
into the oils that maBe up petroleum. 

Suppose now the fatty remains of a 
host of marine animals to have been 
formed in some part of theearth. Sup- 
pose, further, that by some means the 
temperature of that partof the earth 
should become high enough to effect 
further change in the fats; what would 
become of then This can be tested by 
experiments. And quite recently a 
German chemist has made the test. 
He put into a still about half a ton of 
fish oil, obtained from the menhaden, 
caught so extensively on the coast of 
this country. He then heated the’oil in 
such a way that strong pressure was 
exerted on its surface, and. collected 
the oil that passed out of the vessel. 
This was found to resemble crude pe- 
troleum very strikingly. It had a 
brownish colar, boiled at about the 
same temperature as petroleum, and 
analysis showed that it, had about the 
same composition. This experiment is 
of great value, as it is the only one 
that has ever furnished anything like 
petroleum by artificial methods. It 
does not, of éourse, prove that petro- 
leum was formed in the earth from fish 
oil, but itshows that this is a possible 
way in which it could have been formed; 
and when other iacts are taken into 
consideration, this view becomes highly 
probable. What other facts? 

lf petroleum has been formed from 
animals, then animal remgins should oc- 
cur in localities where petroleum is 
found. Itis a well-known fact that 
this is the case. Itis Known that all 
varieties of earth that give off oils like 
petroleum when heated are rich in evi- 
dence of animal life and that they con- 
tain but few fossil plants. 

Another fact of interest in this con- 
nection is this: that salt water pours 
forth from the earth with petroleum. 


As all animals contain salt, and, as_ the © 


salt does not suffer change, when the 
animal bodies decompose, it follows that 
salt should accompany oils that are 
formed from animal bodies. 

You will see then, that the facts men- 
tioned are in accordance with the 
theory. Butatheory may work well 
enough with one set of facts amd not 
with another; or there may be a single 
fact which it cannot explain, and which 
snows that it is nottrue. Those who 
propose theories Often became so much 
influenced by them that they refuse to 
recognize facts that are opposed to 
them. They are like the professor, who, 
being told that the facts did not agree 
_With his theory, replied:» *‘So much the 
worse for the facts.’ How is it with 
the theory of petroleum formation? 
Those who oppose it ask: ‘If petro- 
leum is formed from animals why 
doesn’t it contain nitrogen?” 
point, of this question, Which is a very 
good one, is that nitrogen is a never- 


failing element in animals, and when 
they undergo decomposition compounds 


containing nitrogen must be formed: 


The same question might be asked of 
those who hold that petroleum has 


been formed from plants, for nitro-

In 
marine animals particularly, those that 
form the fats: undergo .decomposition 
much less readily than those that form 
the muscles. The latter contain nitro- 
yen. the formerdo not. How does this 
help us?’ The muscular portions of the 
dead animal are decomposed compara- 
tively rapidly, and the substances 
formed that contain the nitrogen are 
carried away, while the fats remain be- 
hind, and, gradually, under the infiu- 
ence of heat and pressure, as above de- 
scribed, are converted into petroleum. 

According to this, nitrogen may be 
present in petroleum, but it is by no 
means necessary that it should be, and 
the fact that it is not present is not a 
strong argument against the theory 
under discussion. 

I hope I have, succeeded in making the 
subject clear. It is not a simple one, as 
you will see, and perhaps some of you 
have given up before you reached this 
point. It is certainly interesting to 
think that we are now using in our 
lamps an oil that comés from fishes that 
inhabited the water of the earth ages 
and ages ago, before ever man was 
born. When wethink of the age of 
this globe, of the thousands of genera- 
tions of animals that must have inhab- 
ited it, and that mus®have died and 
contributed tothe store of oil in the 
earth, itno longer seems surprising 
that such immense quantities of oil 
have been found. We are drawing 
upon the savings of past ages of untold 
length. It is very much as it is with 
coal, but with thisimportant difference, 
that petroleum is probably of animal dri- 
gin, whil2 coal is of vegetable origin. 
In the coal beds we have the remains of 
vegetable matter collected through 
ages in the mighty forests of old. 

Besides the theory already men- 
tioned, many others have been put for- 
ward to account for the formation of 
petroleum. One of these is that the oil 
was formed from’ vegetable matter at 
the same time as coal, and that it was 
the turpentine of primeval forests.

According to another theory petroleum 
has been formed neither from plants 


_ nor from animals, but it is a product of 


the action of gases, such as carbonic 
acid gas and water vapor upon each 
other, under great pressure and at vol- 
canic heat. This view has been held 
by many and among them some whose 
opinions are worthy of respect. One 
distinguished writer says: 

‘It is much more probable that its 
formation should be attributed to the 
agtion of the water, penetrating through 
the crevices formedon the mountain 
slopes to the heart of the earth, on that 


-kernel of heated metallic matter which 


must ‘be accepted as existing 
the interior of the earth.’’ The same 
authorsavs: ‘‘Thesituation of naphtha 
(petroleum) at the foot of mountain 
chains is the principal argument in my 
hypothesis.’’ And again: ‘Probably 
naphtha was produced during the up- 
heaval of ajl mountain chains, but only 
in some cases were the conditions favor- 
able to its being preserved under- 


in 


ground.’’ According to this theory pe- 
troleum may be now in _ process 
of formation. ‘Such a_ supposition’’ 
says th@ author, ‘‘may explain the 
remarkable fact that, in Penn- 
sylvania, localities where naphtha 


(petroleum) had been rapidly worked 
for five years have become  ex- 
hausted, and it becomes necessary con- 
stantly to have recourse to sinking new 
wells in new places.’’ Thereis much to 
be said in favor of this theory, and the 
author certainly makes out a stron 
case. We are the jury” What shall we 
say? It isn’t likely that we shall be 
able to decide between the rival theo- 
ries, if those who have deeply studied 
the problem disagree. And yet we 
have this to guide us. The theory 
which ascribes the production of petro- 
leum to animal remains has at the pres- 
ent day, as wellas can be determined 
by examing what has been written on 
the subject, many more believers than 
any one of the other theories, and we 
shall be with the majority at least, if 
we accept this theory. It should. be 
said, however, in conclusion, that there 
is no law that compels one to make up 
his mind on aquestion before sufficient 
evidence is presented.

LAY SERMONS. 


“T’'d like to believe in a God, but still 
Iam not as sure that there is one asl 
would like to be,’’ said a man the other 
day, * for not one individual among the 


whole of earth's living millions has ever 
seen Him.” 


But they have seen His handiwork, 
and there is no better argument for the 
existence of a wise and benefi- 
cent and omnipotent Creator than 
you are yourself. Can you believe 
that-you simply chanced to be? That in 
conformity to some blind law of matter 
you sprang ihto existence with all your 
mental powers adjusted for activity, 
your eyes made ready for secing and 
your ears for hearing.- Can you imag- 
ine any intelligent effect without an in- 
telligent cause? Are not the evidences 
of intelligent design everywhere, even 
in the tiny blades of grass. the delicate 
leaf and the blossoming flower? Can 
you conceive of anything just happen- 
ing to exist, and existing without a pur- 
pose, without an end? 

No, no! thatis what we cannot do, 
Behind all things we instinctively rec- 
ognize a producing cause. There are 
ultimate facts beyond which we cannot 
go. As says Mills Logie, ‘‘What is 
called explaining one law of nature by 
another is but substituting one mystery 
for another, and does nothing to render 
the course of nature other than myste- 
rious. Wecan no more assign why for 
the more extensive laws than for 
the partial ones.”’ “Yet the  ordi- 
nary fallacy is,’’ says Harris, ‘‘that to 
discover the law of a sequence—the 
mere fact that one thing precedes an- 
other—is to discover its efficient cause; 
and that having discovered this proxi- 
mate antecedent, no other antecedent 
need be thought of; that the discoverer 
has taken it out of the hand of God, 
and of mystery at the same time, 
whereas, not only is the law where it 
was before in relation to the Lawgiver, 
but the mystery is often numerically 
doubled—the discovery being the un- 
veiling ofa new mystery.’’ We forget, 
too often, that laws are not causes, but 
their results. 

As an eminent author has truly said: 
“Beginning with matter, in answer to 
the question, ‘What is nature?’ we may 
exhibit it chemically resolved into ele- 
ments beyond which we cannot decom- 
pose it. But not even in the last analy- 
sis can we discover anything which ac- 
counts for its own origination. By a 
law of our nature, we feel as deeply con- 
vinced that we are examining a thing 
which has been caused, as if we had 
been permitted to look on it in 
the first moment of its existence. 
We speak of it, not merely as being, 
but as continuing; not merely as related © 
to space, as co-existed, but as also re- 
lated to time, as successively existent. 
All its parts are inmotion. Attraction, 
repulsion, transformation, change of 
physical relations, are constant and 
universal. But when we have traced 
back these changes in any particular 
class of natural phenomena, in the 
order in which they occur, to the high- 
est and earliest in the series, we find 
that it includes nothing to account for 
its own existence. A primary convic- 
tion assures us that the continuance of 
the world, no less than its organization, 
has its ground in a cause external to 
itself.’’ 

From this conviction we cannot es- 
cape, strive as we may. That great, 
first, eternal Cause confronts us for- 
ever. The conviction of its existence 
is imbedded in our very being, and that 
great, intelligent causitive Power, ex- 
isting without, exterior, to nature, vet 
acting upon it, is, what? What but 
the beneficent, creative and sustaining 
First Cause, the infinite Being whom 
we call God?

It has to do with verities and 
realities. What your consciousness 
fully attests isso, no amount of argu- 
ment can disprove, and no eloquence 
can lead you to doubt. Question 
that and you destroy the basis of all 
knowledge. No evidence can add to 
that which isa fact of our conscious- 
ness. 

It has very truthfully been said that 
‘‘man is made to conceive of the true 
and the right as immutable. He can- 
not represent this ultimate fact to his 
mind apart from an august objective 
personality ever executing the laws of 
right. Every conviction of responsi- 
bility as 1t comes up from the depths of 
his moral being, points with unwaver- 
ing finger to the invisible tribunal 
(too spiritual and aw to be seen, ) 
and’ to the endless future, as stored 
with the instruments and agents of 
justice.”’ 

Thus everything within and without 
us points to a divine Personality, a liv- 
ing, intelligent First Cause. Nature 
with the laws that govern her, har- 
monious. enduring and unchanging de- 
clares forever that there is a God, that 
no blind Chance rules upon sea or land 
or amid the circling worlds which fill 
the universe of space; and in response, 
the whole subjective world of man, 
where conscience sits enthroned, and 
consciousness attests the great facts of 
the outer and the inner creation, is 
thrilled with the conviction that over 
all and above ail _ is the great creative, 
ruling First Cause, the Lord God Al- 
mighty, self-existent.and eternal. ae

A STRANGE PEOPLE. 


You have, doubtless, all of you heard 
it said that ‘“‘we are creatures of cir- 
cumstances.’’ How truly such is the 
case one does not fully realize until he 
comes in contact with different civiliza- 
tions and peoples. 

The love of country is very strong 
with most of us, and we are apt to 
think that the land of our birth is, in 
many respects, fairer than any other 
land. 

This love of one’s native land was 
very noticeable among the people who 


‘inhabit the far-off Prybilov Isles, so far 


to the northward that they are almost 
beyond the circie of vegetation, for, 
aside from rank grasses, some wild 
flowers and hardy little shrubs, nothing 
grows, no fruits ripen, and no grains 
will thrive. 

Even the singing birds do not love 
those far northern islands, and the 
meadow lark is the only singer among 
the birds upon those shores. But still 
the natives love their fatherland, and 
are content beneath its sullen skies, 
though. it is a dreary world, with an av- 
erage of brut twelve clear and cloudless 
days in the whole year. The other 
days are days of cloud, of rain or heavy 
fogs—fogs so dense that you can see 
sometimes only the distance of a few 
yards, and all beyond that looks like a 
great white blank, in which you can 
see nothing move. 

School and church—those are’ about 
the only piaces of interest to visit. 
There are no places of amusement—no 
shows, no circuses, no dogs and no 
horses upon the islands, and the only 
game thatlever saw those children 
play was an 


occasional game 
of ball. The little girls had 
no dolls, and all the = children 
were without playthings. I gave 


away some dolls—rag babies, that I. 
had made, with painted cheeks and 

locks of hair that had been cut from my 

own head, and instead of being filled 

with delight as any little American. 
girl would have been, they looked at 
the dollies with strange wonder, and as 

if half afraid of them. 

But there was one thing that did de- 

light them, and which they enjoyed as 
much as any of my boys and girls 
would. Inthe Government house where 
I lived, our sitting-room wads a spacious 

apartment with toiding doors between 
it and the smaller reception-room, and 
here I had a swing put up for my little 

daughter’s amusement, and one day 
some of the native children came in 
while she was enjoying it, and as she 
swung back and forth, they seemed to 
catch the spirit of it, and when she 
was through there was a noisy scramble 

among them to get the seat which she 
had left. A fat, good-natured boy of 
about twelve was the first to secure it, 
and his black, bead-like eves twinkled 
with delight. At first he did not know 
how to manage it very well, and he 
swung back and forth, like a disabled 

pendulum, but growing very red in the 
face with his efforts, and puffiing like a 
porpoise. But pretty soon two or 
three of the larger boys got behind 
him and gave hima stout push or two, 

and he gathered momentum, swinging 
higher ana higher till with his feet he 
could touch the ceiling overhead. 

Then whata shout of triumph there 
was fromthose usually stolid natives, 

and then the others were all .eager for 
their turn. 

There wasa native girl about ten 
years old, who succeeded in crowding 
her way into the swing, but with a sud- 
den push, after she had swung back 
and forth a few times, she fell to the 
floor, and got up with a shamefaced 


look upon her face, and took her seat 


in the back part of the room. 

Once those children brought me a 
litth brown and _ white  bird—a 
chookeie—which they had ftound dis- 
abled in the fields. Inursed the pretty 
bird untilit seemed to be quite well, 
and then one bright day I opened my 
door and away it flew into the sun- 
shine, doubtless glad to be free again in 
its native air. 

Those boys and girls knew nothing 
about the proprieties of life, although 
they were seldom rude or noisy when 
they came to sce us. 
one morning—one of the mornings of 
those long days that have no night, I 
heard the front door open before we 
were up, and pretty ssoon there were 
steps crossing our sitting-room, and 
in a few moménts in came two boys 
about twelve years old and sat down 
perfectly at home in our, bedroom. 
They sat quietly looking about them, 
at the fancy things I had upon my 
bureau and shelves, and I could but 
laugh as they satthere so perfectly at 
ease and wholly unconscious of the 
impropriety of their visit. How long 
they would have remained I do not 
know, had not my husband requested 
them, to go out, a request which they 
took’ in good part, waiting outside whiie 
we dressed. . 
‘After this,’’ I said’ to my husband, 
“— shall lock the doors at night,’ a 
thing which we had never done, for we 
were not afraid cf the natives stealing 
anything. Weoften used to leave the 
house for hours, with all our money 
and valuables in an unlocked drawer, 
but never was there anything taken or 
disturbed.
